ons Cove, was cruelly murdered and 
the body placed in an old, abandon- 
ed well at an isolated 
spot on the 
Brandt farm. 


Discovery of the murder was made 


on Monday morning about 10 o'clock 
when the body of the lad was found 
in the bottom of the well by Elmer 
Baker, one of a searching party who 
had made dilligent search over the 
entire 
community 
since 
Sunday 


evening. When the body was taken 
from the well it was found that the 
lad had received a heavy blow over 
the forehead and there 
was a thin 


rope tied tightly 
about his 
neck, 


sufficiently 
tight to 
have 
caused 


death by strangulation. 


Had Gone to Field For Cows 


About 5 o'clock on Sunday even-

boy left the home and went to the 
pasture field some distance away for 
the purpose of

Unable to locate him about the 
farm, the father traversed the road

After ever ywar one can look back 


and see that somewhere 
there was 


lack of foresight somewhere there was 
wanting vision translated 
into ac- 


tion, somewhere there was a failure 
to grasp

which might have turned defeat into 
victory or have hastened the day of 
peace. 


When one reflects upon the zeal, 
courage and success of the British 
navy in freeing the seven seas from 
German traffic, one is filled 
with 


admiration for its spirit and achieve- 
ments. But it made mistakes, as we, 
and all the other navies, did. 


Over on this side of the ocean what 


was our chief naval error? 
I 


It was that we lacked 
the fore- 


sight in 1915-16, largely because we 
did not have the information which 
•was kept from neutrals, to concen-

ships. To be sure, we were utilizing 
before the United States entered the 
war every available facility for the 
building of destroyers.

EXERCISE BEST FOR POULTS 


Confining Young Turkeys Does Not 


Result in Marked Success— 


Thrive on Free Range. 


PLAN USING PUREBRED SIRES 


Campaign Being Waged in Kansas to 


Replace Scrubs in All Classes 


of Farm Live Stock. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 


The use of scrub sires is costing 


farmers of the Sunflower state $16,- 
000,000 annually, say live-stock special- 
ists of the United States Department 
of Agriculture. Less than one-tenth 
of the farms in Kansas are using pure- 
bred sires of any kind. Surveys were 
made in 20 representative counties 
with results showing the number of 
farms using purebred sires ranged 
from S.3 to 11.6 per cent. Many com- 
munities and townships reported no 
purebred sires in use. 


In one county surveyed there were 


two townships in which not a single 
purebred hull, stallion, ram, or boar 
was reported. 
In several counties 


where 
good 
purebred 
herds were 


found neighboring farmers were still 
using scrub sires. A large per cent of 
male offspring had been sold to go to

Plenty of exercise is essential if the 


turkey poults are to thrive, say poul- 
try specialists of the United States 
Department of Agriculture. 
At all 


times, when rain or dampness does 
not prevent, the poults should be al- 
lowed to run in and out of the coop 
at will. Too much stress cannot be 
given to the necessity of exercise, and 
the only way to provide for this is 
to allow the poults at every possible 
opportunity to range for feed outside 
the coop. During a long-continued 
rainy season it is better to allow them 
to run out of the coop whenever it is 
not actually raining, even though the 
grass is somewhat damp.

•If the weather is warm and dry, as 


frequently happens when the poults 
are hatched late in the season, no j 
shelter is required, as they do better 
in the open; but it is -advisable to 
keep them within-'a fenced inclosure 
for the first three or four days until 
they are strong enough to follow the 
mother. Weather conditions being fa- 
vorable, the hen and brood can be 
given free range after the third or 
fourth day, but care should be taken j 


• to keep them out of heavy dews and j 
.to protect them from rain for the first j 
two or three weeks. After this early ! 
morning dews or light showers fol- | 
lowed closely by warm sunshine will j 
do little harm, as the poults soon become j 
warm and dry. If cold, damp weather 
sets in, however, they will need to be 
kept in dry quarters, for nothing is 
more fatal to young poults than wet 
and cold. 


When about six weeks old, the young 


turkeys are old enough to go to roost. 
Practically all turkey raisers allow 
the birds to roost in the open trees or 
on fences or other roosts especially 
provided for them. In sections where 
high winds prevail, it is customary to j 
build the roosts next to barn or shed, 
where there is s^ine protection. When 
this is done posts are driven into the 
ground and poles laid across them four 
of five feet from the ground. By driving 
them to the roosting place and feeding 
them there every evening just before 
dark, young turkeys can be made to 
roost wherever desired. For the first 
few times it is sometimes necessary 
to keep them under the roost until 
dark, but they will finally fly up, and 
after a week or so will no longer have 
to be driven, but will come up every 
night to be fed and to roost. 


During the summer and early fall 


turkeys can find an abundance of feed 
on the average farm. 
Grasshoppers 


and other Insects, weed and grass | 
seeds, green vegetation, berries, and 
grain picked up in the fields all go to 
mnke np the turkey's daily ration. 
When this natural feed Is plentiful 
very little need be added until fatten- 
ing time, except for the purpose of 
bringing the turkeys every night to 
roost and to keep them from straying! 
from home. For this purpose one feed 
of grain every night just before roost- 
Ing time is sufficient.

From this he de- 
ducted that the serum had given im- 
munity. He then experimented by in-

PAUL WRITES TO A FRIEND. 


LESSON TEXT—Philemon. 
GOLDEN TEXT—Whosoever would be 


chief among you. let him be your serv- 
ant—Matt. 20:27.

This is a private letter. Philemon 


was a member of the church at Colos- 
se. Onesimus, his slave, wronged him, 
perhaps stole from him, and fled to 
Rome. 
There he came under Paul's 


influence and was converted. 
Paul 


sent Onesimus back to Philemon with 
this letter. 
This is one of the most 


tender and beautiful letters ever writ- 
ten, 
and the first anti-slavery petition 


ever penned. 


I. The Salutation (w. 1-3). 
His aim was to touch Philemon's 


heart, so refers to himself as a pris- 
oner, and links Philemon to himself 
as a fellow-laborer in the Gospel of 
truth. He makes mention of Apphia, 
Philemon's wife, and Archippus, the 
son, who had already enlisted as a fel- 
low-soldier. 


II. Philemon's Reputation (w. 4-7). 
Paul paid a fine tribute to Phile- 


mon, 
reminding him that he never 


prayed without bearing him up before 
God. 
This is a fine example of tact 


on the part of the minister. 


1. His faith and love toward the 


Lord and all saints (v. 5). 
It was 


his hope and desire that this faith 
might bear fruit in Christ Jesus. 


2. His ministry to the saints (v. 7). 


Philemon was generous In his help to 
the poor saints. 


III. Paul's Request (vv. 8-16). 
He requested Philemon to receive 


back Onesimus, the runaway slave, as 
a brother in Christ. 


1. He beseeches instead of com- 


mands (vv. 8-10). Though conscious of 
his right to enjoin, he pleads as the 
prisoner of Jesus Christ for 
love's 


sake. 


2. He 
makes 
his 
plea 
on 
the 


grounds^ of grace (vv.- 11-14). 
He 


admitted that Onesimus had been un- 
profitable—tiarl 
forfeited 
all 
claim 


upon Philemon, and that on grounds 
of justice his plea might well be re- 
jected, and yet Onesimus was begot- 
ten in his bonds (v. 10)—was in a real 
sense a 'part of his own suffering iui- 
ture (v. 12)—-he ventured to suggest 
that be should be accepted. Though 
Oupsimus hitherto had been unprofit- 
able to his master, now was profitable 
to both Paul and Philemon. 
Paul 


would gladly have retained him as a 
personal attendant, but sought 
first 


his friend's permission. 


3. Paul desired that Onesimus be 


received back not as a slave, but as 
a brother in Christ (vv. 15, 1C). Here 
is the real fugitive slave law. Paul 
never attacked sla\ ery, though it was 
contrary to Christianity, and therefore 
hateful to him, but emphasized prin- 
ciples which destroyed it. The estab- 
lishment of Christianity changes the 
whole face of human society. 
The 


wise thing to do is to get men and 
women regenerated and (bus trans- 
form society instead of seeking change 
by revolution. 


In Paul's request you can hear the 


pleadings of Christ for us sinners. All 
iren have broken loose—gone astray— 
and have become unprofitable. 
We 


are reconciled to God through the in- 
terceding of Christ. He has made us 
profitable. 
We have been begotten in 


His bonds—through His passion, ag- 
ony of heart, we shall be changed. 


III. The Basis Upon Which Onesim- 


us Is to Be Received (yv. 17-21). 


The debt of guilty Onesimus is to
